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Shock as academy 
plans are rejected 


PLANNERS have 
thrown out a £15 million 
scheme to provide the 
Isle of Portland Aldridge 
Community Academy 
with a new core site on 
the island. 

The IPACA Trust had 
submitted plans to alter 
and extend Maritime 
House at Southwell Busi¬ 
ness Park and build a 
new 19mx38m sports 
hall nearby. 

But a marathon three- 
hour session of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
planning committee, held 
specially at the island’s 
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Heights Hotel, voted 
eight to four to refuse 
planning permission for 
the scheme. 

Councillors felt the pro¬ 
posals went against na¬ 
tional planning 

framework guidelines, 
that retaining existing 
school sites was a more 
sustainable option and 
that traffic proposals 
would hit local ameni¬ 
ties. 

They also felt that the 
proposed academy was 
in a poor location, lacked 
community integration, 
was partly outside the de¬ 


velopment boundary and 
would hit site flora and 
fauna and employment 
options. 

IPACA principal Alison 
Appleyard said she was 
“sad” and “naturally dis¬ 
appointed” at the deci¬ 
sion “but we move 
forward”. 

She added: “We will go 
and consider what we 
have heard and decide 
what we will do next. I 
would like that not to 
take very long so it will 
happen as speedily and 
securely as I can. 

“I don‘t know what the 


best thing to do next is 
but I will be talking to 
experts about that. This is 
another part of the jour¬ 
ney, it is an ongoing jour¬ 
ney and we are not going 
to stop.” 

Portland councillor 
Margaret Leicester won 
crucial support for her 
proposal to reject the 
academy scheme, saying 
the site was “not fit for 
purpose, not sustainable 
and would not fit in with 
the community”. 

She said academy 
travel plans not only ig¬ 
nored the distance stu¬ 
dents would have to 
travel but the terrain as 
well, adding that “the

They married in 1996 having left the cruise ships 
and settled in Bournemouth. Having searched the 
country for their first hotel business they bought the 
White House and moved to Charmouth with their 
two children, Mollie and Tom, in 2001. 

Here, Ian talks about future plans and his new role 
as a parish councillor. 


• WHY did you decide to open an hotel? 

I was the senior sous chef at the then five star Royal Bath 
Hotel in Bournemouth. It was part of a very large hotel 
chain but, for me, it was very unsatisfying job. I spent more 
time doing paperwork and sitting in dull meetings than ac¬ 
tually cooking. Also working long hours from early morn¬ 
ing to late at night often six days a week, I was not getting 
a lot of time with Liz and the children and we felt we were 
missing out on the most important part of life, spending 
time together as a family. 

Liz and I had talked about being self-employed previ¬ 
ously but it had kind of gone on the back burner when the 
children were born. We thought that if we were ever going 
to do it, the best time would be when the kids are really 
young before they started school. 

• HOW did you feel to recently be awarded a four-star 
gold AA rating? 

We were delighted! We had re-invested a lot of money in 
the hotel over the winter months so to have achieved not 
just four stars but four gold stars was very satisfying. It was 
the level we were aiming at. 

• WHAT are your future plans for the hotel? 

With the recent refurbishment we now have four large 
suites that can comfortably accommodate up to 11 people. 
We are looking to not only let rooms to visitors to the area 
as before, but to offer a "house party" package where fam¬ 
ilies or groups of friends can take over the whole building 
for a weekend or a week, or even a month, and we not only 
cater for them but will organise bike rides, fishing trips, for¬ 
aging courses, etc. so they can make the most of the really 
rather wonderful area in which we are very fortunate to 
live. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about your job? 

As a chef I do like giving myself freedom in the kitchen. It 
allows seasonality and availability to dictate what I cook 
not what is printed on a fixed unchanging menu. I do like 
to chat with our customers as well. People pass through 
our doors who have done the most remarkable things in 
life and you only get to know their stories by spending time 
with them. 

• HOW did you become involved with Charmouth 
Traders? 



Phil Tritton who runs the Charmouth Stores (Nisa) first sug¬ 
gested the idea five years back that we as a business com¬ 
munity needed to work together to promote what 
Charmouth offers not just to tourists but to locals as well. I 
was happy to get on board. 

• WHY is it important to promote local businesses? 

Many villages nowadays are poorly served if indeed at all, 
for shops, pubs and other services. Charmouth punches 
well above its weight in terms of its facilities for the size of 
its population and has a range of shops, services, accom¬ 
modation, food outlets, etc. of which the village can be jus- 
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tifiably proud. I believe that it is very important that local 
businesses are supported especially in these tough eco¬ 
nomic times because if they close they often don't come 
back. Use it or lose it. 

• WHAT do you hope to achieve now you have been 
elected to Charmouth Parish Council? 

I was very pleased and also somewhat daunted to have 
been elected to the parish council. Personally I would like 
to help promote Charmouth as a destination known for its 
child friendly beach, great transport links, the excellent her¬ 
itage centre and its enviable location at the heart of the 
Jurassic Coast. We are very much a tourist economy in this 
area and Charmouth really has a lot to offer. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Charmouth? 

On the day we moved in we were approached by the 
much-missed Dennis Bearpark as he pushed his lawn- 
mower up the street. He chatted with us for a while, warmly 
welcomed us to the village and wished us the best of luck. 
It made a big impression on us and we were very grateful 
for his welcome at a very stressful time for us. It was echoed 
many times in those first few weeks by many others and 
this reassured us that we had moved into a village with a 
strong friendly community. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

I love live music and go to concerts whenever possible 
often with others from that loose assembly known as the 
Charmouth Fat Dads. Three of us did a 12 hour round trip 
to London earlier this month to see the legend that is Neil 
Young at the 02, though it would have been much better 
if he had been on at the Electric Palace! 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

I always think it's often about the journey and not always 
the destination. I love to visit places I have never been to 
before. When I worked with P&O I was lucky to have been 
able to travel pretty much all over the world and saw some 
amazing places. I never, however, got to South America, 
though I did see it once in the distance through a porthole 
when we left Curacao and it looked very nice! 

• WHICH three guests would you invite to your dream 
dinner party? 

My Grandad Frank Reynolds who died when I was one year 
old. He was a miner and trade union leader at Easington 
Colliery in the Durham Coalfields who lived through some 
very hard times and was on the frontline in the rise of the 
labour movement. I would love to hear about his life from 
him. Neil Young so he could show me how to nail the guitar 
solo in Cortez the Killer. Brian Clough - my father saw him 
play his last game for Sunderland back in the 1960s and re¬ 
ceive his career ending injury. He was one of football's and 
indeed England's most entertaining and controversial char¬ 
acters throughout the next three decades. I bet he could 
tell some stories!

Nightclub's licence suspended 


A CATALOGUE of calamity has seen a Weymouth 
nightclub have its licence suspended for 14 days. 

A meeting of Weymouth and Portland licensing sub¬ 
committee ordered the suspension for Gicoco in 
Maiden Street until mid-July after hearing that: 

# Drunken customers’ money was taken for drinks 
while they actually lay on the bar counter 

# Some CCTV cameras were sighted behind pillars 
or where they were blinded by lights 

# The nightclub wasn’t properly controlled by des¬ 
ignated premises supervisior Braidie Gribbens who 
has now resigned 

# Police were concerned over public safety and 
noise levels and felt that Gicoco was being operated 
“way below minimum expectations” since current 
management took over in January. 

Sub-committee chairman Councillor Robbie Dun-

ster announced the 14-day suspension “to enable is¬ 
sues to be resolved”. 

He added that a variety of conditions would apply 
to the premises and that he and colleagues, Councillor 
Andy Blackwood and Councillor Kevin Hodder, had 
made their decision because “the person operating 
Gicoco is obviously incapable of running the premises 
properly”. 

The damning body of evidence was presented by Di¬ 
visional Licensing Officer Karen O’Donnell who said 
the situation was unique because “I have never had to 
take action against premises in such a short space of 
time of time since they opened”. 


She added that a nightclub management plan was 
“nothing short of a few meaningless pieces of paper”, 
that drunken people were allowed to enter the night¬ 
club and buy more alcohol and that flammable sub¬ 
stances were stored in a fire exit. 

She asked for the sub-committee to suspend Gic¬ 
oco’s licence until she had paperwork from responsi¬ 
ble operators including a good management plan 
showing they could operate the premises properly. 

Parviz Marseh, the current owner of the Dolce Vita 
nightclub and Goldfingers lapdancing club, told the 
sub-committee that he proposed taking over the prem¬ 
ises and had the knowledge to do so. 

He was prepared to employ more people to run it but 
urged any future possible opening hours restriction not 
to be as early as 2am but 4am-5am to enable the prem¬ 
ises to remain competitive. 


New scheme to get disabled people sailing

DISABLED children and adults are being 
offered a fresh chapter in their lives 
through the new Chesil Sailability (CS) 
scheme at Weymouth and Portland Na¬ 
tional Sailing Academy. 

The initiative extends the work of the 
popular Sail for a Fiver programme which 
has run for nine years funded by the 
Chesil Tmst, introducing more than 
10,000 children to the sport of sailing. 

CS chairman Hugh de longh said he was 
delighted at plans to start on the water ses¬ 
sions and he added: “Support from the 
academy is key to our success and we are 
excited at the opportunity to introduce 
people with disabilities to sailing in Port¬ 
land Harbour.” 

Paralympic gold medallist Helena Lucas 
gave CS an extra boost by handing them 
a cheque for £1,500 on behalf of the acad¬ 
emy. 

She said: “I think Chesil Sailability is a 
fantastic idea. The more we can send out 
the message that sailing is not just an able 
bodied sport, but is open to everyone of 
all abilities, the better.” 


Academy chief executive John Tweed 
said: “Sail for a Fiver will still continue 
but Chesil Sailability will add an extra di¬ 
mension to it and enable us to offer in¬ 
creased opportunities to people with 
disabilities, both adults and children. 

“The original Sail for a Fiver pro¬ 
gramme now supports 1,600 children per 
year and I am delighted that the opportu¬ 
nities for those people with disabilities is 
moving to a new level through the Chesil 
Sailability group. 

“Having witnessed children with special 
needs try sailing for their first ever time 
at the academy during the spring I know 
that there is incredible value in opening 
up this opportunity to wider participation. 

“The on water experience will offer a 
whole new world to those with disabilities 
and much joy for years to come.” 

A prime example of CS’s work is Ian 
White who said: “I am 64-years-old, dis¬ 
abled and they are going to get me sailing 
for the first time. 

“It is a challenge. I have been in other 
craft such as canoes where you are in con¬ 


trol, but in a sailing boat the wind is boss 
and you have to know what you are doing. 
“CS is really good at opening up peo¬ 


ple’s lives and giving people like me an 
opportunity to do something they have 
never done before.” 


Lifeboat carries out six 
launches in 24 hours 

WEYMOUTH'S inshore lifeboat delivered six of the 
best when it answered six calls inside 24 hours. 

The first call came at 1.30am when they were 
paged to attend a distressed young women who 
had walked into the sea off Weymouth beach. Po¬ 
lice managed to deal with the situation before the 
lifeboat was launched. 

At 1 pm Portland Coastguard requested lifeboat 
assistance to a report of a 22ft vessel ashore on 
Chesil Beach at Abbotsbury. 

Two people had managed to get ashore, but one 
person was still onboard the vessel or in the water 
so the inshore lifeboat launched but, once around 
Portland Bill, it was reported that the third person 
was now safely ashore. 

The lifeboat continued until informed that the 
West Bay harbour RIB was on scene and West Bay 
Coastguard were also attending. The inshore 
lifeboat was released to return to station, refuelled 
and made ready for service. 

The next call came shortly after at 1.40 pm when 
the inshore lifeboat was launched to a broken 
down vessel close inshore to the West of Bat's 
Head. A family of four and a dog had made it to 
the shore, but the beach had no shore exit. 

The lifeboat put one crew member ashore to 
help the family on to the lifeboat. Family and boat 
were then safely returned to Bowleaze Cove where 
they had originally started from. 

While they completed helping the stranded fam¬ 
ily, the inshore lifeboat was diverted to a broken 
down dive RIB with divers still in the water off 
Wagon Rock. 

Due to the vessel being unsure of its exact posi¬ 
tion, the lifeboat found the vessel as another pass¬ 
ing dive vessel recovered the drifting divers from 
the water. The lifeboat crew checked that the sit¬ 
uation was safe and then reverted back to the pre¬ 
vious shout. 

At 7.30 pm the inshore lifeboat was launched 
again, this time to the aid of a novice windsurfer 
who had been blown away from the shore near 
Lodmoor, Weymouth. 

A passing yacht had picked the windsurfer from 
the water and, when the lifeboat arrived, the wind¬ 
surfer and board were returned to shore.

Colleague and fellow is¬ 
lander Sandy West also 
voted against the scheme 
and said she was “upset” 
at implications that island 
education had been poor 
until IPACA came along. 

She said the money 
should be put into existing 
school buildings, adding 
that part of IPACA’s 
scheme was outside the 
development boundary 
and if the committee al¬ 
lowed such “fudging” then 
before long people would 
be able to build anywhere 
they liked. 

Councillor Kevin Hod¬ 
der agreed and said the 
committee had to be con¬ 
sistent having recently re¬ 
fused a housing scheme 
because part of it was out¬ 
side the development 
boundary. 

He said no Portland 


councillor was in favour of 
the Academy scheme and 
he was also “uncomfort¬ 
able” with safeguarding 
measures for students be¬ 
cause the site shared with 
flats and businesses. 

The principle of an 
Academy was right, he 
said, but the proposed lo¬ 
cation was wrong and 
could see half its users 
driving to the site for eight 
months of the year due to 
poor weather. 

Councillor Anne Ken¬ 
wood said members 
wanted to do the best they 
could for an Academy “but 
is this the best site? I think 
no.” 

Councillor Ian Roebuck 
said he would “reluc¬ 
tantly” support the scheme 
but objected to being “bul¬ 
lied” by Government 
statements backing school 
development and saying 
any refusal would need to 
be “clearly justified”. 

Councillor Christine 
James also backed the 
scheme and said members 


needed to “look to the fu¬ 
ture”. 

But Mayor Councillor 
Ray Banham was worried 
at issues such as access 
and the security of chil¬ 
dren and voted against the 
scheme. 

Members of the public 
had earlier put their views, 
76 being in favour of the 
scheme but more than 240 
being against it. 

Among those for the 
Academy was Royal 
Manor Head Girl Georgia 
Corps who said it was 
“something which will im¬ 
prove the future for chil¬ 
dren”, IPACA principal 
Mrs Appleyard also back¬ 
ing the “continuity of edu¬ 
cation” it would provide as 
“a beacon of educational 
excellence” 

Parent of three Katy Pas- 
coe said current school 
buildings were “cramped 
and leaking” whereas the 
new Academy building 
would offer “21st century 
facilities “ and, while there 
might be some losers, 


“there will be far more 
winners”. 

Gary Spracklen, a 
teacher who is director of 
digital learning, said it was 
an incredible and “life 
changing opportunity” for 
Portland, Verna Herry of 
the Ocean Spa said it was 
“a good thing for the is¬ 
land” and Colin Baldwin, 
who employs seven people 
at the Park, said it was “a 
win-win situation for both 
pupils and the business 
community”. 

But there were also 
many critics and Georgina 
Gordon got warm ap¬ 
plause when she called for 
the “blot on the landscape” 
scheme to be refused cit¬ 
ing localism, loss of 
amenity and the need to 
safeguard children. 

Phil Frankham warned 
that traffic figures were 
much higher than sug¬ 
gested and that Portland 
would soon lose 650 jobs 
when its prisons and other 
sites closed, so Maritime 
House needed to be kept 


for employment purposes. 

Councillor Les Ames 
said: “I believe in the fu¬ 
ture of our island and I to¬ 
tally oppose this 
application as does Port¬ 
land Town Council which 
has voted twice against it.” 


Coun Paul Kimber was 
against the scheme be¬ 
cause of the transport is¬ 
sues and the loss of an 
employment site while 
former Park managing di¬ 
rector Ray Bulpit strongly 
objected on grounds of 


loss of residential amenity, 
noise and poor emergency 
escape routes. 

He said Portland stu¬ 
dents deserved a better so¬ 
lution while Councillor 
Ray Nowak said claims 
that 51 percent would 


walk or cycle to the Acad¬ 
emy were “totally unreal¬ 
istic”, its travel plan was 
“flawed” and it was the 
wrong place for a school 
“whichever way you cut 
the cake”.

Birdsong phone apps 
now come with warning 


DORSET Wildlife 
Trust’s campaign to raise 
awareness of the dangers 
of using phone apps 
which mimic bird calls 
on nature reserves has re¬ 
ceived national and inter¬ 
national media coverage. 

The trust, based near 
Dorchester, says the story 
spread the word that 
using bird apps to get the 
attention of protected 
birds during the nesting 
season is not only illegal 
in some cases, but could 
affect the behaviour of 
the birds. 

Two companies who 
make software which 
creates the birdsong on 
phones have now up¬ 
dated their products to 
display a warning about 
the use of their product 
on nature reserves. 

The issue was origi¬ 
nally raised by wardens 
on Brownsea Island who 
had seen visitors using 
apps to imitate the dis¬ 
tinctive call of the Night¬ 
jar, in order to get a 
closer photograph. 
Brownsea Island has 
Special Protection Area 
status under EU legisla¬ 
tion. 


Dorset Wildlife Trust 
claimed that by using 
these apps, the territorial 
Nightjar could be dis¬ 
tracted from feeding its 
young whilst it investi¬ 
gates a potential threat, 
leaving them vulnerable 
to attack from other pred¬ 
ators. 

Chris Thain, Manager 
of the DWT Brownsea 
Island nature reserve 
said: “We are so pleased 
with the public support to 
our campaign. It shows 
that people really do care 
about wildlife. 

“Whilst we recognise 
value of bird song apps 
as an educational and fun 
tool for people to connect 
with nature, we urge vis¬ 
itors to our nature re¬ 
serves to put the needs of 
nesting birds first.” 

Brownsea Island is 
owned by the National 
Trust and DWT lease and 
manages the nature re¬ 
serve. 

Claire Dixon, Visitor 
Services & Enterprises 
Manager for the National 
Trust said: “The amazing 
and rare birdlife on 
Brownsea Island is a 


very special part of our 
offer for visitors. We are 
always excited by the 
ways that children and 
adults can learn about na¬ 
ture, often using technol¬ 
ogy in new and 
innovating ways. 

“It is also important 


that we ensure these tools 
are used in the right way, 
to support the conserva¬ 
tion work that protects 
wildlife and ensures fu¬ 
ture generations can con¬ 
tinue to access and enjoy 
these incredible habi¬ 
tats.” 


Grants to protect area 

Grants to help improve the environment in West

grant to a maximum of £3,000. 

It is looking for projects which will help improve 
the landscape, conserve historic features and pro¬ 
tect community assets such as railings, gates, 
steps, painted signs and wells. 

Projects that help local communities create a 
Parish or Neighbourhood Plans to influence serv¬ 
ices and new development, can also apply for 
money. 

Grant applications for up to 50 per cent of a pro¬ 
ject's costs can be made from now until August 
31st. 

Applications can be made by town and parish 
councils, businesses and individuals (with parish 
or town council support) and community groups, 
including Local Area Partnerships.

THE launch of a £500,000 
project offering residents 
in Weymouth and Portland 
the opportunity to enjoy a 
number of adventure ac¬ 
tivities, that will not only 
be fun but also provide 
challenging opportunities 
to all ages, took place re¬ 
cently. 

“Life’s an Adventure” is 
a three year project made 
possible by Dorset County 
Council, with local part¬ 
ners, who have success¬ 
fully bid to receive a share 
of £5 .lmillion of National 
Lottery funding. This is 
Sport England’s Commu¬ 
nity Sport Activation Lund 
which aims to support 
grassroots sport activity 


across the country. 

High winds at the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Na¬ 
tional Sailing Academy 
(WPNSA) caused the can¬ 
cellation of the water 
based taster sessions of 
sailing, canoeing, wind¬ 
surfing and kayaking, but 
there were plenty of peo¬ 
ple interested to check out 
what was on offer and find 
out more. 

The aim is to bring ad¬ 
venture activities to all 
ages, families, disabled 
people and vulnerable 
groups, providing fun and

activities independently.

IF the saga surrounding the future of Wey¬ 
mouth Pavilion hasn’t exactly been the 
Greatest Show on Earth it has still cap¬ 
tured local imaginations. 

Emotion vied with economics and lost 
with the council locking the Pavilion doors 
for the last time as the building’s overseer 
on May 31st. 

Long before that there had been public 
outrage at the council’s announcement that 
it could no longer afford to run the site 
which has been at the heart of the town’s 
tourism for a century. 

Leaving aside any debate about past si¬ 
phoning off of harbour revenue, the cur¬ 
rent situation, which has determined 
businessman Phil Say at the helm of a new 
Pavilion era, really is not just the last 
chance saloon but practically “Last or¬ 
ders!” too. 

He deserves to succeed for his sheer 
bravery in taking on an unenviable job. He 
deserves to succeed because the campaign 
to save the Pavilion has galvanised public 
opinion like nothing else in recent times 
with more than 5,000 public pledges of 
support. 

And he deserves to succeed for one other 


reason. If he fails then the town fails with 
him and the prospect of Weymouth with¬ 
out a recognised flagship for entertainment 
where tourism is the resort’s lifeblood 
would be like having Stonehenge without 
the stones. Unthinkable. 

That places the spotlight not on Phil Say 
but on every single person, whether in 
Weymouth or further afield, who said they 
didn’t want the Pavilion to be shut down 
and demolished. 

It’s time for people to literally put their 
money where their mouth is, to not just 
verbally back the Pavilion but to back it by 
using the facility, to back it by buying tick¬ 
ets for shows or asking to stage events 
there themselves. 

The council is an easy whipping post 
made even easier by the fact it frequently 
- and publicly - shoots itself in the foot, 
but there will be a few grim smiles among 
councillors and council staff because the 
boot is on the other foot now. 

The Pavilion has been a source of embar¬ 
rassment for the council for years, but that 
thorn in its side has now been 
removed....at the request of many of those 
people previously heaping vilification on 


the authority. 

If the Pavilion had died then its empty 
vandalised shell or whatever was built 
there in its place would forever have been 
a monument to flawed council support. 
That cannot happen now. 

Instead, future failure will reflect on a 
community’s inability to support the very 
thing it said it wanted and that will be a 
very bitter pill to swallow indeed. 

So, make the effort. You don’t have to 
buy tickets for everything the Pavilion 
stages, just put in as many appearances as 
you feel able to or provide support in 
whatever way you can. 

The future cannot be left to the efforts of 
a hardcore of heroes. It has to be built on 
a groundswell of public support to spread 
the message that the Pavilion is alive and 
well and full of entertainment. 

Do that and Weymouth may be able to 
look forward to many years of shows at 
the Pavilion. Fail in that support and the 
Pavilion curtain will come down and stay 
down to make way for plush apartments 
for wealthy out-of-towners and a few 
token shops and restaurants. 

What future the Pavilion has is up to you. 


The lights have changed 
but there's nowhere to go

NEVER trust a sat nav has become 
the watchword of Windy 500, a 
wonderful motoring adventure for 
charity. 

More than a dozen teams left 
Weymouth to tackle 23 countries in 
23 days and organiser Steve Black- 
more has sent back his latest report 
to the View from Croatia....but there 
have been a few navigation prob¬ 
lems along the way. 

They successfully dealt with the 
spectacular Transfagarasan High¬ 
way in Romania including camping 
overnight in a spectacular thunder¬ 
storm before heading south into 
Bulgaria and the Pirin Mountains 
and the Bansko ski resort which 
Steve said was “more of a ghost 
town” at this time of year. 

He added: “We then found the 
furthest destination, Greece, close 
to Mount Olympus on the Aegean 


Sea. Team Jezebel detoured to Me- 
teora, monasteries clinging to gran¬ 
ite outcrops which featured in the 
James Bond film, For Your Eyes 
Only. 

“Macedonia was interesting, a bit 
like travelling back in time with 
carts, horses and 1950s-style cara¬ 
vans. Then it was onward in to Al¬ 
bania. 

“A sat nav error saw us heading 
up a rough road with no tarmac. 
This became a rocky track going up 
the side of a mountain with sheer 
drops either side! 

“We thought it was only going on 
for five miles, but after 15 miles we 
were forced to turn back even 
though the sat nav urged us on! The 
ruts and the rocks weren’t doing 
Jezebel our van any favours. There 
was amazing scenery though. 

“We camped by Lake Shkodra 


with thousands of frogs in song. 

“The next day we drove across a 
very scenic Montenegro and finally 
in to Croatia. Dubrovnik is a beau¬ 
tiful old walled city, albeit slightly 
spoiled by commercialism. The car 
park was 23 euros for four hours. 
We were only there for one. 

“Then we went through a very 
small corridor of Bosnia and back 
in to Croatia. We had to take 
Jezebel to a garage for a new set of 
brake pads, surprisingly our first 
visit to a garage. We are conducting 
our own running repairs on the 
way. 

“So today we are in a small rocky 
cove in Northern Croatia. Travel¬ 
ling to Slovenia tomorrow to Pred- 
jama Castle.” 

The Windy 500 hopes to raise 
more than £10,000 for children’s 
charity Julia’s House. 


Care homes to close as council 
in favour of independent living 


PROTESTS have failed to persuade Dorset County coun¬ 
cils to pull back from the closure of residential homes in 
Dorchester and Weymouth for people with learning dis¬ 
abilities. 

Families, staff and trade unions lobbied councillors as 
they arrived at County Hall to make their decision. 

The council argues that the closure of the home in 
Alexandra Road, Weymouth and at Douglas Jackman 
House in Dorchester will result in service users having 
more independence and control by moving to self-con¬ 
tained accommodation. 

Eight residents at Douglas Jackman House will be af¬ 
fected with seven of the 14 at Alexandra Road being re¬ 
located. Alternative arrangements are being planned for 
the remaining seven in the Weymouth home. 

Some staff may lose their jobs in the move although the 
county council says it hopes that most will be taken on 
by the new providers. 

The county council cabinet also agreed to find an inde¬ 
pendent provider to take over the running of a third resi¬ 
dential home, Phoenix House in Blandford. 

Councillors heard that although the care provided in 
both the Dorchester and Weymouth homes is good the 
buildings are no longer considered appropriate. 

Those who do move will still be offered support in the 
community, a practise which has already affected around 
50 people in the county with learning disabilities and 
which the council says has been largely positive. 

The meeting heard that many of the residents from 
Alexandra Roadd will move to a nearby property at Carl¬ 
ton Road North, Weymouth, which is currently under 
construction. 

Once completed in late autumn 2013, the building will 
provide 15 flats suitable for people with learning disabil¬ 
ities. 

As well as giving the residents more choice and control, 
they will also benefit from opportunities to live more in¬ 
dependently in a supported community. 

Alternative accommodation for the residents of Dou¬ 
glas Jackman House will also be self-contained flats in 
the Dorchester area. 

Councillor Jill Haynes, cabinet member for adult social

care at Dorset County Council, said: “We know the staff 
at both homes work hard to support the residents and en¬ 
gage them in the local community, and the council wants 
to build on what they have accomplished to provide a 
modern, cost effective, improved service where people 
have greater independence and control over their lives. 

“Accommodation and support services for people with 
a learning disability have developed greatly over the past 
decade to meet changing needs and expectations. 

“Most adults with a learning disability and their carers 
prefer more independent living where people have their 
own self-contained accommodation and yet can maintain 
contact with others such as friends. 

“This is also in line with the government’s guidelines 
for providing best possible care, and the views of People 
First Dorset, the organisation that represents people with 
learning disabilities in Dorset. 

“Both homes are under-used and as a consequence, 
have high operating costs. 

“We need to be receptive to the changes taking place to 
make sure our provision is flexible, cost effective and 
provides a greater choice and control for our service 
users.” 


Road closed following collision 

THE main road between Dorchester and Weymouth 
was closed for more than an hour from 6pm on Mon¬ 
day. 

A woman driver in her 50s had to be cut free from 
her car near the Monkton Park turning after a colli¬ 
sion with another vehicle. 

It is believed the accident happened when drivers 
slowed down to let an ambulance pass. 

The crew from the vehicle stopped to help, calling 
in Dorset Fire and Rescue to remove the roof from 
her Peugeot car, as it was feared she may have suf¬ 
fered a neck injury.

Leave your car at home 

A DOOR-to-door campaign in Dorchester and Wey¬ 
mouth hopes to achieve at least a 10 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in car use. 

Advisors will be calling on 12,000 homes in the area 
to persuade drivers to leave their vehicle at home ... 
at least for some of the time. 

Local people will be offered practical information 
and tips on using other forms of transport including 
buses, trains and cycling - or even walking. 

Similar schemes elsewhere in the country have 
claimed to have reduced car trips by an average of 11 
per cent. 

The Dorchester and Weymouth project is being run 
by the sustainable transport group, Sustrans and 
funded by the Department for Transport's Local Sus¬ 
tainable Transport Fund. 

"Making small changes can potentially save us 
money, benefit our health and benefit the commu¬ 
nity and the environment as a whole," said Kevin 
Humphreys, Sustrans Dorset area manager.

The family fun day takes place on Saturday only 
from 11am until 4pm with a selection of stalls aimed 
at entertaining children. From 50p you can go on a 
Jurassic Treasure Hunt or Wang A Wellie and much 
more. 

Twenty five beers and ciders will be available from 
6pm on Friday evening with ive music from Steel and 
Stone and Chill. It continues on Saturday from 10am 
with live music in the evening from Mystery Clock 
and The Vinyl Monkeys. 

Sunday sees the final day of the festival opening at 
12pm with a small folk festival featuring four local 
acts from 12pm till the close of the festival at 4pm in¬ 
cluding headliners Tinkers Cuss. 


DORSET’S Chief Constable is warning of further sig¬ 
nificant cuts to the police budget after the government’s 
announcement of additional cuts, including the possible 
closure of some police stations. 

Debbie Simpson has said the force has already lost 500 
posts since 2010 and that the loss of a further five per 
cent will result in additional, significant, cuts to the 
force’s infrastructure and support services. 

She admits that the effects could result in the closure 
of some police stations and a further reduction in the 
hours front offices are open to the public. 

“While we have done everything possible to protect 
frontline services, further cuts will, without doubt, start 
to impinge on our operational capability,” she said. 

Martyn Underhill, Police and Crime Commissioner for 
the county said: “Dorset is already one of the lowest 
spending and lowest funded forces in the country. I am 
disappointed that this is not recognised. This announce¬ 
ment impacts hugely on our ability to deliver further sav¬ 
ings. 

“I am also concerned about the level of cuts to local 
authorities in the county as the police are often the serv¬ 
ice of last resort. Reductions that the authorities may be 
forced to make to balance their budgets, could increase 
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the demand on the force. 

“Chancellor George Osborne has announced a further 
six per cent reduction in Home Office funding for 
2015/16 on top of the 20 per cent policing fund cut pre¬ 
viously announced over the three years to 2014/15. 

“Home Secretary Theresa May later confirmed that the 
police grant will be cut by 4.9 per cent.” 

But despite the financial gloom Mr Underhill has wel¬ 
comed the chance of being able to apply for an innova¬ 
tion fund which aims to improve collaborative working 
with other organisations. 

“Further investment in the ‘troubled families’ fund is 
also to be welcomed, as anything that we can do to tackle 
some of the underlying social issues can only be good 
for the county as a whole,” he said. 

“The commitment to maintaining funding levels for 
counter terrorism and the recognition of how important 
security is to promoting economic growth is also to be 
welcomed.” 

Mr Underhill said he will continue to work with local 


MPs to press for a fair share of the funding for Dorset. 

He said: “The latest cut also reinforces the case for 
seeking to bring new money into policing through spon¬ 
sorship and income generation. I have fought to bring an 
additional 250 special constables to our streets within 
my term of office. While this strengthens the force, it 
doesn’t make up for the loss in paid police officers. 

“I believe the public would expect me to explore all 
sensible options to support the provision of the best pos¬ 
sible policing service in Dorset.” 

Clive Chamberlain, Chairman of Dorset Police Feder¬ 
ation - the Staff Association which represents rank and 
file police officers, said Dorset has long suffered from 
poor funding. 

“Dorset Police has been the lowest centrally funded po¬ 
lice force in the country for many years. Nationally, po¬ 
lice forces currently receive around 70 per cent of their 
funding from central government and 30 per cent from 
council tax. In Dorset, this ratio is 54 per cent govern¬ 
ment funding and 46 per cent from council tax,” he said. 

“The federation claims that Dorset has lost 340 police 
officers since 2007 - 23 per cent of the total number. 

“By 2018, due to anticipated further cuts we stand to 
lose a total of at least 468 warranted police officers - 31 % 
of our police officer numbers. Additionally we have lost 
hundreds of police staff.” 

He said the figure is the equivalent of losing every of¬ 
ficer in Weymouth, Portland, Dorchester, Bridport, Fyme 
Regis, Sherborne, Blandford, Shaftesbury, Gillingham, 
Sturminster Newton, and Beaminster. 

“We are expected to do more with less but the unfair 
funding situation severely challenges resilience and ca¬ 
pability. By 2018 we will barely have one thousand of¬ 
ficers to police a diverse busy and burgeoning county, 
with its 14 million a year visitors, a thriving night-time 
economy in the urban towns, an international airport, 
seaports and half of the population dispersed across large 
rural areas.”

A NEW BBC radio breakfast pro¬ 
gramme for Dorset is due to go on 
air from this Monday, July 8th. 

Breakfast in Dorset from BBC 
Radio Solent will be broadcast only 
on the 103.8FM frequency, which 
can be heard in Dorchester, Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland, Bridport, 
Wool, Wareham and Blandford. 

The signal for the station comes 


from a single transmitter on the 
Ridgeway between Dorchester and 
Weymouth. 

The BBC said the programme, 
which will be hosted by Alina Jenk¬ 
ins, will bring listeners “the very 
best in Dorset news, debate, people 
and the distinctive flavour and fun 
of local life”. 

It will be on the air from studios in 
Princes Street, Dorchester on week¬ 


days from 6.30am until 9am. 

The BBC used to run BBC Dorset 
FM as an opt-out initially from BBC 
Devon, based in Plymouth, and then 
BBC Solent, which is based in 
Southampton, until it closed the sta¬ 
tion seven-years-ago. 

The new programme will keep lis¬ 
teners in touch with what is happen¬ 
ing in Dorset with up-to-date travel 
information and local weather news.

Singer Georgia Mancio brings 
her unique style to the Jazz Cafe 

AWARD-WINNING jazz vo¬ 
calist/lyricist Georgia Mancio 
has proved herself one of the 
UK's most original, inventive 
and important new artists. 

She combines her talents 
with guitarist Nigel Price in a 
joyous and intimate pro¬ 
gramme of jazz and latin 
songs at Bridport Arts Centre 
Jazz Cafe on Friday, July 5th. 

Both regular performers at 
the world-renowned Ronnie 
Scott's Club, their show was 
initially inspired by the musi¬ 
cal partnership of the great 
jazz singer Ella Fitzgerald, 
and guitar virtuoso Joe Pass. 

Georgia's spell-binding story 
telling and fiery 
Italian/Uruguayan roots to¬ 
gether with Nigel's deep 
blues groove and soulful ac¬ 
companiment make for a 
fantastic evening's entertain¬ 
ment for all ages and musical tastes. 

Mancio's music is an intriguing reflection of her Anglo-Latino background: predom¬ 
inantly a jazz standards singer born and raised in the UK, her musical lineage goes 
back first to her Italian grandparents (an opera singer and concert pianist) and then 
to her Uruguayan great-grandmother, also a pianist. It is no surprise then to hear the 
breadth of material covered in one of her shows (from Rodgers and Hart to David 
Bowie, the Beatles and Tom Waits, as well as Brazilian samba, Chilean folk and Italian 
pop) or the ease with which she switches from English to Italian to Spanish to Brazil¬ 
ian Portuguese. And indeed it is her affinity with language and languages that has 
been key to her beautifully crafted work as a lyricist on compositions by Pat Metheny, 
Chick Corea and Horace Silver. 

Guitarist Nigel Price is an astonishing presence on the current UK jazz scene with 
that rare ability to both groove with fiery, flowing bebop lines and deep blues and 
yet also provide the most sensitive and melodic of accompaniment.

Simkin buoyed by pre-season start as Moore move looms 


AFTER a summer of speculation following the 
move to a Community Trust, Dorchester Town 
returned to a promising pre-season training 
last Thursday. 

Manager Phil Simkin, himself refreshed fol¬ 
lowing a holiday, said:"We had an awful lot of 
players turn up, some looking for trials which 
included one or two surprising ones, but of 
course it's whether we can afford them. 

"Stuart (Heath) has done a lot of work organ¬ 
ising things whilst I have been away, and I re¬ 
turn a lot more optimistic that I thought I 
would do." 

The drastic reduction to the playing budget 


has seen five players exit the Avenue Stadium 
since the end of the Magpies most successful 
season in their history, the most significant 
being midfield maestro Ashley Nicholls. 

The county town boss and his assistant Stu¬ 
art Heath are currently in talks with Nick Crit¬ 
tenden and Jake Smeeton, the two remaining 
members of last season's squad to sign new 
contracts, and whilst both want to stay, the 
lack of budget is making it difficult. 

Simkin said:"They want to stay but I can only 
offer them a certain amount at this moment 
in time, but I'm hopeful they will sign." 

One source of additional income for the club 


is the anticipated move of Keiffer Moore to a 
league club. 

Simkin was responsible for signing Moore 
from Truro City in February, and the 19-year- 
old striker has proved the manager's judge¬ 
ment right by adding seven goals to the 13 he 
had already with the Tinmen, making it 20 for 
the season. 

His potential has alerted a number of clubs 
including Charlton Athletic with whom he has 
already had a week's trial and been invited 
back for another, and newly promoted Cham¬ 
pionship side Yeovil Town with whom he 


trained last week when they resumed pre-sea- 
son. 

Simkin, who is resigned to losing the 6'4" 
Moore, said: "I told Charlton a price for him 
when he went on trial, and they haven't been 
fazed as they have invited him back for an¬ 
other look. 

"He's probably the biggest asset we have 
ever had at the club, and I've put in a lot of 
work to get him here. 

"The move has to be the right one for the 
lad, but at the same time I don't want him 
walking out of here for next to nothing." 

On the signing of new goalkeeper Tim 


Sandercombe, Simkin said: "We've got an ex¬ 
cellent goalkeeper, which is essential and the 
basis of a solid team. 

"Jason (Matthews) was excellent and a great 
lad, but these things happen, and we've 
signed a really good replacement. 

"Danny Green's return is a real boost, and I 
bet he will be the next one to earn us money; 
he has such potential." 

In the meantime sports therapist Damion 
Marston, who has been a big help along with 
Exeter City's physio department in Green's re¬ 
covery to fitness, has signed a new deal that 
keeps him with the club until next summer.

LYME Regis Sailing Club will be hosting the 2013 UK 
Wildwind Laser Masters National Championships 
from Friday, July 12th to Sunday, July 14th.

Lyme is a very attractive venue for major sailing 
championships, and it is thanks to good co-opera¬ 
tion from West Dorset District Council - via the har¬ 
bour master and staff - that the club is able to run 
such events.

A delighted Blake tod View Sport: 
“I’m really pleased. It was just what 
I wanted; to be able to test myself 
against a strong field. In my last two 
races the fields have been very small 
and there have only been two of us 
that were really going to win the 
race. These guys were all in a cate¬ 
gory above me and so I had to run a 
tactical race. 

“I knew McKillop would go off 
fast as did Australian Brad Scott, and 
I soon realised that I was not going 
to be able to match them, so settled 
alongside Mohamed Charmi from 
Tunisia.I was slower than I antici¬ 


pated at 61 instead of 59 seconds 
going through the bell, but I kept 
running and didn’t lose my form 
which was good seeing the occa¬ 
sion.” 

McKillop upped the pace with a lap 
to go and Scott and Charmi, silver 
and bronze medallists in London, 
moved ahead as they battled for sec¬ 
ond place, with Blake still in touch. 

Me Killop won with plenty to spare 
but it was noticeable that Blake 
closed on the other two with 120 me¬ 
tres to go and finished a very re¬ 
spectable close fourth. 

Blake who will be competing in the 
T36 400m and 800m World Champi¬ 
onships in Lyon later this month 
added: “This was a very positive run 
and something to build on for Lyon. 

“I felt relaxed throughout the race 
and know that I will improve on this. 
I will do it,” he added.
